In the good old ante-bellum days 
o u r mothers set the domestic hens 
on sound eggs, and 
the 
roosters 
hatched from those eggs gave no un­ 
c ertain sound in their clarion notes 
o f the approach of light. They were 
no* 
considered 
fine 
chickens, 
just 
common born yard roosters, but you 
could always rely on them when they 
began to Hap their wings and crow, 
for day was close at hand. But the 
old fashion way has long since been 
abandoned and the incubator intro­ 
duced 
through 
which 
process 
IOO 
roosters are hatched at once. These 
Incubator roosters are fine crowders, 
and as a rule, they herald the com­ 
ing dawn with great precision, but 
I have observed that one cannot al- 
w*a>s know just what some of them 
m ean 
when they perform 
the ear­ 
splitting 
act— whether 
to 
look 
for 
daw n or darkness. But they are fine 
looking roosters—all of them, and 
th e masses sleep while they crow, 
neither knowing nor caring what it 
signifies. Likewise our Baptist his­ 
to ry for the past fifty years. 
In the olden days our fathers in 
Hie ministry were set for the defence 
of the Gospel. Their slogan was “con­ 
ten d earnestly for the faith once for 
all delivered to the saints.” The most 
of them were reared on the farm and 
th e ir education was limited, but they 
were 
plain, 
rugged, 
honest, 
godly 
men, insisting on a “Divine call'’ to 
the m inistry and orthodoxy in the 
m inistry. They were God’s messen­ 
gers, and to lie faithful in delivering 
His messages was their chief con­ 
cern. Like the barn yard roosters of 
yore 
they 
delivered 
no 
uncertain 
sound. But as the years came bring­ 
ing material 
prosperity, and better 
•educational 
facilities 
there 
was 
a 
general feeling among Baptists that 
we m ust have a better educated min­ 
istry, and organizations with syste­ 
m atic 
plans 
in 
order 
to conserve 
and 
develop 
our 
enlarging 
forces 
throughout the bounds of our South­ 
ern 
Baptist Convention, and 
hence 
the establishment of various Baptist 
incubators, Seminaries, Universities, 
Colleges, Sunday School Board, and 
various other Boards and Commiss­ 
ions. 


“Old Country Pastor’’ shared large­ 
ly in the common feeling among the 
b rethren concerning these new move­ 
m ents, being of an optimistic nature, 
believing 
in 
and 
supporting 
those 
Baptist 
incubators 
established 
a l 
a t strategic 
joints, or commercial 
centers, for the promotion of educa­ 
tion generally, and minsiterial edu­ 
cation 
particularly, 
believing 
th o r­ 
oughly in our organized efforts for 
Missions, Sunday school and other 
work. “Old Country Pastor” is happy, 
as he stands on the line that divides 
tim e from eternity, over the great 
-success achieved through those wise 
organic movements. 
But he is somewhat alarmed about 
th e crowing of some of those fine 
roosters hatched from our up-to-date 
incubators which he helped to install. 
I fear the managers of some of our 
incubators 
have 
unwittingly 
used 
rotten eggs, lf the principle holds 
«ood that like begets like the con­ 
clusion 
is inevitable. For example, 
the young roosters of the Chicago in­ 
cubator (some of them) 
have flown 
to the top of the 
cedars 
crowing 
higher criticism 
to the chagrin of 
the saints, and the amusement of the 
devil. 
A beautiful 
young 
rooster 
from our Louisville incubator went 
up to Chicago to crow, but he was 
so gowned and capped that observ­ 
ers could only see 
enough 
of his 
bead to class him—he belonged to the 
Red Rock Island flock. “Old Country 
P a sto r” is very much perturbed over 
reports given out by the newspapers 
concerning our 
great incubator at 
Louisville. It seems that some of our 
very finest roosters up there are giv­ 
ing out a new’ note in their crowing 


allen immersion.” A thing 
our fathers repudiated and millions 
or their sons and daughters will ev er 
repudiate. Such crowing as that will 


P lace the scissors of disapproval to

Old 
Pastor had studied the lesson 
well and was prepared to demolish 
the Easter idea of the 4th verse and 
give the school a lecture for ever 
cutting out “Easter.” The Superin­ 
tendent stepped to the “ Billie Picture 
Lesson” and turned over a sheet ex­ 
pecting to show the children Peter’s 
delivery from prison, when behold: 
the bright pictures of resurrection 
flashed out with large letters “Easter 
Sunday. 
We covered it up before the 
children saw it aud Old Pastor pro­ 
ceeded to remove Easter from the Bi- 
ole and place it w’here it belongs— 
among heathen.

I now turn over our Nashville in­ 
cubator to Dr. G. A. Loft in who so 
ably prepares the analytical depart­ 
m ent of the lessons, and who so ef­ 
fectually exposed the Easter fad iii 
an able article iii the Western Re­ 
corder last week. Dear Doctor, please 
carefully examine the Sunday school 
Incubator in your city, for I am sure 
there are Easter eggs in it—even if 
they were laid by a rabbit. 
Hoping that the managgement of 
all our incubators may look well to 
stocking them with sound eggs, for 
we shall have sound roosters, the 
clarion notes of which will awaken 
us to the dawn of truth.— Ex.

Advertising Copy 


By Herbert Kaufman. 


A skilled layer of mosaics works with 


small fragments of stone—they fit into more 
places than the larger chunks. 


The skilled advertiser works with small 


words — they fit into more minds than big 
phrases. 


The simpler the language the greater cer- 


tainty that it will be understood by the least 
intelligent reader. 


The construction engineer plans his road- 
where there is a minimum of grade—he 
ks along the lines of least resistance. 
The advertisement which runs into moun- 


tainous style is badly surveyed—all minds are 
not built for high level thinking. 


Advertising must be simple. 
When it 


is tricked out with the jewelry and silks of 
literary expression it looks as much out of 
place as a ball dress at the breakfast table! 


The buying public is only interested in 


facts. 
People read advertisements to find out 


what you have to sell. 


The advertiser who can fire the most facts 


in the shortest time gets the most returns. 
Blank cartridges make noise but they do not hit 
—blank talk, however clever, is- only wasted 
space. 


You force your salesmen to keep to solid 


facts—you don't allow them to sell muslin 
with quotations from Omar or trousers with 
excerpts from Marie Corelli. You must not 
tolerate in your printed selling talk anything 
that you are not willing to countenance in 
Personal salesmanship. 


Cut out clever phrases if they are inserted 


to the sacrifice of clear explanations—write 
copy as you talk. Only be more brief. Publicity 
is costlier than conversation—ranging in price 
downward from $6.00 a line, talk is not cheap 
but the most expensive commodity in the world. 


Sketch in your ad to the stenographer. 


Then you will be so busy "saying it " that you 
will not have time to bother about the gew- 
gaws of writing 
Afterwards take the type- 


written manuscript and cut out every word 
and every line that can be erased withoutomit- 
ting an important detail. What remains in the 
end is all that really counted in the beginning. 


Cultivate brevity and simplicity. "Savon 


Francais 
may look smarter, but more people 


will understand "French Soap." Sir Isaac 
Newton's explanation of gravitation covers six 
pages, but the schoolboy's terse and homely 
•' What goes up must come down " clinches 
the whole thing in six words.

our mothers set the domestic 'hens 
on sound eggs, .uid 
(he 
roosters 


batche<l from those eggs gave no un- 
certain sound in their clarion notes 
of the approach of llg.ht. They were 
not 
considered fine chickens, 
just 


common born yard roosters, but you 
TOiild always rely on them when they 
l>egau to tlaip their wings and crow, 
for day was close at hand. But the 
old fashion way has long since been 
•abandoned and Pile incubator intro- 
duced 
through 
which process 100 


roosters are hatched at once. These 
incubator roosters are fine Growers, 
and as a rule, they herald the com- 
ing dawn with great precision, but 
1 have observed that one cannot al- 
ways know just what some of them 
mean when they perform the ear- 
eplittiug act—whether to look for 
dawn or darkness. But they are flue 
•looking roosters—all of them, and 
the masses sleep while che> crow, 
neither knowing nor caring-'what it 
signifies. Likewise our Basptist his- 
tory for the past fifty years. 


In the olden days our fathers in 


*he ministry were set for the defence 
of the Gospel. Their slogan was "con- 
tend earnestly for the faith once for 
all delivered to the saints." The most 
of them were reared on the farm and 
*heir education was limited, but they 
were 
plain, 
rugged, honest, go'dly 


men, insisting on a "Divine call" to 
the ministry and orthodoxy in the 
ministry. Thej were God's messen- 
gers, and to be faithful in delivering 
His messages was their chief con- 
cern. I,ike the barn j ard roosters of 
yore 
tliey 
delivered 
uo 
uncertain 


sound But as the \ pars c.ime bring- 
ing material prosperity, and better 
•educational 
facilities 
there 
was 
a 


general feeling among Baptists that 
we must have a better educated min- 
istry, and organizations with svbte- 
snatic plans in order to conserve 
and 
develop our 
enlarging 
forces 


throughout the bounds of our South- 
ern 
B-aptist Convention, and hence 


the establishment of various Baptist 
incubators, 
Seminaries, Universities. 


Colleges,, Sunday School Board, and 
various other Boards and Commiss- 
ions. 


"Old Country Pastor" shared large- 


ly in the common feeling among the 
^brethren concerning these new move- 
inents, being of an optimistic nature, 
feelieviug in and supporting those 
Baptist 
incubators 
established a| 


4at strategic points, or commercial 
centers, for the ^promotion of educa- 
tion generally, and mmsiterial edu- 
cation 
particularly, believing thor- 


oughly in our organized efforts for 
Missions, Sunday school and other 
work. "Old Country Pastor" is happy, 
an he stands on the line that divides 
"time from eternity, over the great 
-*occeas achieved through those wise 
organic movements. 


But he is somewtoat alarmed about 


the crowing of some of those fine 
roosters hatched from our up-to-date 
incubators which he helped to Install. 
I fear the managers of some of our 
incubators 
have 
unwittingly 
used 


rotten eggs,. If the principle holds 
«ood that like begets like the con- 
clusion is Inevitable. For example, 
tlie young roosters of the Chicago in- 
cubator (some of them) 
have flown 


to the top of the 
cedars 
crowing 


"higher criticism" to the chagrin of 
the saints, and the amusement of the 
devil. A beautiful 
young 
rooster 


from our Louisville incubator went 
up to Chicago to crow, but he was 
so gowned and capped that observ- 
ers could only see 
enough 
of 'his 


ftead to class htm—he belonged to the 
Red Rock Island flock. "Old Country 
Pastor" is very much perturbed over 
reports given out by the newspapers 
concerning our great incubator at 
LiOtiisville It seems that some of our 
very finest roosters up there are giv- 
teg out a new note-in their crowing 


act, viz: "alien immersion.'' A thing 
our fathers repudiated and'millions 
of their sons and daughters will ever 
repudiate. Such crowing as that 'Will 
place the scissors of disapproval to 
their wings, and 
those 
beautiful 


birds wiM, sooner or later, step down 
and out with their wings clipped, as 
others have had to do before them. 
The Baptists will have none of it. 
Selah. 


It looks like, with the example of 


our 
English Baptists before them, 


our leaders would go straight. By the 
way, 
"Old Country Pastor" was very 


much taken down last Sunday at the 
Sunday school. The lesson, you re- 
member, was taken 
from the 12th 


chapter of Acts, "Peter Delivered." 
Old Pastor had studied the lesson 
well and was prepared to demolish 
t'he Baster idea of the 4th verse and 
give the school a lecture for ever 
cutting out "'Easter." The Superin- 
tendent stepped to the "Bible Picture 
Lesson" and turned over a sheet ex- 
pecting to show the children Peter's 
delivery trom piison, when behold! 
the bright pictures of rebiirrection 
flashed out with large letters "Raster 
Simdaj." We covered it up before the 
children saw it and Old Pa'Stor pio- 
ceeded to remove Easter from the Bi- 
ble and place it where it belongs— 
among heathen. Catholics and Apists. 


I now turn over our Nashville in- 


cubator to Dr. G. A. Loftin who so 
ably prepares the analytical depart- 
ment of the lessons, and who so ef- 
fectually exposed the Easter fad in 
an a'ble article in the Western Re- 
corder last week. Dear Doctor, please 
carefully examine the Sunday school 
incubator in your city, for I am sure 
there are Easter eggs in it—even if 
they were laid by a rabbit.

Advertising Copy 


By Herbert Kaufman. 


A skilled layer of mosaics works with 


small fragments of stone—they fit into more 
places than the larger chunks. 


The skilled advertiser works with small 


words — they fit into more minds than big 
phrases. 


The simpler the language the greater cer- 


tainty that it will be understood by the least 
intelligent reader. 


The construction engineer plans his road- 
where there is a minimum of grade—he 
ks along the lines of least resistance, 
The advertisement which runs into moun- 


tainous style is badly surveyed—all minds are 
not built for high level thinking. 


Advertising must be simple. 
When it 


is tricked out with the jewelry and silks of 
literary expression it looks as much out of 
place as a ball dress at the breakfast table! 


The buying public is only interested in 


facts. 
People read advertisements to find out 


what you have to sell. 


The advertiser who can fire the most facts 


in the shortest time gets the most returns. 
Blank cartridges make noise but they do not hit 
—blank talk, however clever, is only wasted 
space. 


You force your salesmen to keep to solid 


facts—you don't allow them to sell muslin 
with quotations from Omar or trousers with 
excerpts from Marie Corelli. 
You must not 


tolerate in your printed selling talk anything 
that you are not willing to countenance in 
personal salesmanship. 


Cut out clever phrases if they are inserted 


to the sacrifice of clear explanations—write 
copy as you talk. Only be more brief. Publicity 
is costlier than conversation—ranging in price 
downward from $6.00 a line, talk is not cheap 
but the most expensive commodity in the world. 


Sketch in your ad to the stenographer. 


Then you will be so busy "saying it" that you 
will not have time to bother about the gew- 
gaws of writing. Afterwards take the type- 
written manuscript and cut out every word 
and every line that can be erased withoutomit- 
ting an important detail. What remains in the 
end is all that really counted in the beginning. 


Cultivate brevity and simplicity. "Savon 


Francais " may look smarter, but more people 
will understand "French Soap." Sir Isaac 
Newton's explanation 'of gravitation covers six 
pages, but the schoolboy's terse and homely 
•' What goes up must come down " clinches 
the "whole thing in six words.

In the good old ante-bellum days 


«ur mothers set the domestic 'hens 
on sound eggs, and 
the 
roosters 


1iatche<l from t'hose eggs gave no un- 
certain sound in their clarion notes 
of the approach of light. They were 
not 
considered fine chickens, just 


common born yard roosters, but you 
<oul(I always rely on them when they 
"began, to flap their wings and crow, 
for <lay was close at hand. But the 
old fashion way has long since been 
-Abandoned and Phe incubator intro- 
duced 
through 
which process 100 


roosters are hatched at once. These 
incubator roosters are fine crowers, 
anil as a rule, they herald the com- 
ing dawn with great precision, but 
I have observed that one cannot al- 
ways know just what some of them 
mean when they perform the ear- 
split ting act—whether to look for 
<Utwn or darkness. But they are flue 
looking roosters—all of them, and 
the masses sleep while che> crow, 
neither knowing nor caring*'what it 
signifies. Likewise our Baptist his- 
tory Tor the past fifty years. 


In the olden days our fathers in 


4fee ministry were set tor the defence 
of the Gospel. Their slogan was "con- 
t«nd earnestly for the faith once for 
all delivered to the saints." The most 
of them were reared on the farm and 
"their education was limited, but they 
were 
plain, 
rugged, honest, go'dly 


men. insisting on a "Divine call" to 
the ministry and orthodoxy in the 
ministry. The> were God's messen- 
gers, and to be faithful in delivering 
His messages was their chief con- 
cern. I-ike the barn jard roosters of 
yore 
tliey 
delivered 
no 
uncertain 


sound But as the \ears c.ime bring- 
ing material prosperity, and better 
•educational 
facilities 
there 
was a 


general feeling among Ba-ptists that 
we must have a better educated min- 
istry, and organizations with sjbte- 
xnatic plans in order to conserve 
and 
develop our enlarging forces 


throughout the bounds of our South- 
ern Baptist Convention, and hence 
the establishment of various Baptist 
incubators, Seminaries, Universities, 
O>1 leges, Sunday School Board, and 
various other Boards and Commiss- 
ions. 


*'Old Country Pastor" shared large- 


ly in the common feeling among the 
^brethren concerning these new move- 
inents, being of an optimistic nature, 
feelieviug in and supporting those 
Baptist 
incubators 
established 
a| 


-at strategic points, or commercial 
centers, for the ^promotion of educa- 
tion generally, and minsiteria] ed>u~ 
«ation particularly, believing thor- 
oughly in our organized efforts for 
Missions, Sunday school and' other 
work. "Old Country Pastor" is happy, 
as he stands on the line that divides 
•time from eternity, over the great 
-4racceas achieved through those wise 
organic movements. 


But he is somewhat alarmed about 


Che crowing of some of those fine 
roosters hatched from our up-to-date 
incubators which he helped to Install. 
I fear the managers of some of our 
incu-bators 
have 
unwittingly 
used 


rotten eggs- If the principle holds 
good that 1 tke begets 1 ike the con- 
clusion is Inevitable. For example, 
the young roosters of the Chicago in- 
cubator (some of them) 
have flown 


to the top of the 
cedars 
crowing 


"higher criticism" to the chagrin of 
the siaints, and the amusement of the 
devil. A beautiful 
young 
rooster 


from our L.ouisville incubator went 
i»p to Chicago to crow, but he was 
so gowned and capped that observ- 
ers could only see 
enough 
of 'his 


head to class htm—he belonged to the 
Red Rock Island flock. "Old Country 
Pastor" is very much perturbed over 
reports given out by the newspapers 
concerning our great incubator at 
Louisville It seems that some of our 
very finest roosters up there are giv- 
ing out a new note-in their crowing 


act, viz: "alien ImtaersJon.^ A thing 
our fathers repudiated and'millions 
of! their sons and daughters will ever 
repudiate. Such crowing as that wilt 
place the scissors of disapproval to 
their w ings, and 
those 
beauti ful 


birds will, sooner or later, step down 
and out with their wings clipped, as 
others have had to do before them. 
The Baptists will have none of it. 
Selah. 


It looks like, with the example of 


our 
English Baptists before them, 


our leaders would go straight. By the 
way, "Old Country Pastor" was very 
much taken down last Sunday at the 
Sunday sdiool. The lesson, you re- 
member, was taken from the 12th 
chapter of Acts, ''Peter Delivered." 
Old Pastor had studied the lesson 
well and was 'prepared to demolish, 
the Easter idea of the 4th. verse and 
give the school a lecture for ever 
cutting out "'Easter." The Superin- 
tendent stepped to the "Bible Picture 
Lesson" and turned over a sheet ex- 
pecting to show the children Peter's 
delivery trom piison, when behold! 
the bright pictures of resurrection 
flashed out with large letters "Raster 
Sunday." We covered it up before the 
children saw it and Old Pastor pio- 
ceeded to remove Easter from the Bi- 
ble and place it where it belongs— 
among heathen. Catholics and Apists. 


I now turn over our Nashville in- 


cubator to Dr. G. A. Loftiu who so 
ably prepares the analytical depart- 
ment of the lessons, and who so ef- 
fectually exposed the Easter fad in 
an (vble article in the Western Re- 
corder last week. Dear Doctor, pleas'e 
carefully examine the Sunday school 
incubator in your city, for I am sure 
t!here are Easter eggs in it—even if 
they were laid by a rabbit. 


Hoping that the managgemenr o£ 


all our incubators may look well to 
stocking them with sound eggs, for 
we shall 'have sound roosters, the 
clarion notes of 'which will awaken 
us to the dawn of truth—Ex.
